If an infringement is sus~ 
pected, the authorities can sum- 
mon the nearest British support 
vessel, Any trawler found to 
have violated the agreement will 
be barred. 

After the expiration of this 
pact, British trawlers will be 
allowed to fish in the 200-mile 
zone to. the extent decided by 
Icelandic authorities. 

Asked what will happen then. 
Mr. Agustsson said: “No British 
fishing will take place inside the 
200-mile limit after tbat time, 
unless we have concluded a new 
agreement.” 

Mr. Crosland said the pact was 
negotiated against the background 
of “the inexorable worldwide 
more toward 200-mile Hmits—a 
move from which Britain and 
the ἘΞ [European Economic 
Community] can no tonger re-

Army Chief Writes of Shift 


In French Military Strategy

PARIS. June 1 ‘I#T).—The 
new chief of staff of French arm- 
ed forces has outlined some basic 
shifts in French military think- 
ing in 8 long article in the cur- 
rent National Defense Review, 
the leading French military 
quarterly. 

Gen. Guy Méry specifically said 
that in case of conflict French 
forces would do their utmost to 
join allied forces in a forward 
defense of West Germany. “It 
would be extremely dangerous,”

at stake.” 

That is new language for a 
French chief of staff. The article 
would appear to be an attempt 
to dispel much of the ambiguity 
that has surrounded French mili- 
tary doctrine, at least publicly, 
since France's withdrawa from 
the NATO command 10 years ago. 

The Gaullist doctrine of “sanc- 
tuarization,” which held that 
French forces would pe used only 
to defend the sanctuary of French 
national territory, bas beer aban- 
doned. Instead, Gen. Méry defin- 
ed something called “enlarged 
sSauctuarization” with undefinable 
limits. 

Ambiguity EReduced 

Vien. Méry. who was President 
Valéry Giscard d'Estaing’s mili- 
tary aide for a year until being 
pro.noted to full general and ap- 
pointed last summer to his new 
post, made it clear that France 
Will not station its troops in the 
forwar® defense zones of West 
Germany Ἢ times of peace. This 
has become a particularly lively 
subject since the deployment in 


France of Pluton, the French 
tactical nuclear missite But now 
the ambiguity of France's wart- 
time role has been reduced. 

The ambiguity reacher its high 
point in the lete 1960s wher the 
Jate Gen, Charles Ailleret, then 
chief of staff, evolved the doc- 
trine known as “all azimuths,” 
which held that military danger 
to France could come from the 
west as well as from the east. 

At the center of Gen, Méry's 
redefinition of French doctrine is 
West Germany.’ The West Ger- 
mang long have urged France to 
take its place with other allies 
along the forward defenzes close 
to Basi Germany instead of lying 
back near the French border at 
Baden-Baden, 

This new statement of prin- 
ciples is expected to be received 
with as much aatisfaction by 
Bonn as Mr. Giscard dEstaing’s 
announcement last month that 
Prench conventional forces would 
be brought up to the same levels 
85 those of West Germany.

Justice John Stevens, #riting 
the majority opinion, declared: 
“That agency has no responsibil- 
ity for foreign affairs, for “Treacy 
negotiations, for establishing :m- 
migration quotas or conditions of 
entry or for naturalization 
policies.” 

‘Limited ... Function’ 


“On the contrary, the commis- 
sion performs 4. limited and spe- 
cific function,” and a broad-gauge 
ban on the employment of resi- 
dent-aliens does not fall within 
this function, he said. 

The court Jeft undecided the 
question as to whether Congress 
or the president has authority to 
order such a ban under certain 
circumstances. Justice Stevens 
wrote, however, that “neither the 
Congress nor the president hos 
ever required the Civil Service 
Commission to adopt the citizen- 
ship requirement” as a precondi- 
tion for federal employment, 

The opinion said that the com- 
mission could establish ruJes pan- 
ning aliens from specific areas of 
employment that might be espe- 
cially sensitive, such as intel- 
ligence work, but in that case the

medical journal, the New England 
Journal of Medicine, by Harvard 
University Prof. Bernard Davis. 
He has since anologized for its 
effect and modified some. al- 
though not all, of his accusa- 
tions. 

Prof. Davis's charge has brought 
ta the surface a controversy that 
e@nists at many medical schools. 
Statistics assembled by The 
Washington Post show that, as 
a group, biacks and other mi- 
nority medical students have noi 
teen doing as well as whites In 
some standard tests. 

Statistics and opinions also 
Yodicate that they are doing 
steadily better, that many of the 
most disadvantaged prove to be 
brilliant students and that—in 
the words of Dr. Arthur Hoyte.

A Chance to Taste Some Winners

‘ACON, France «IHT).—Some 
wine lovers like to learn as 
much as they can about a single 
wine or group of wines, Others 
try to taste as many wines as 
possible from many different 
sources. 

In either case, it’s easier said 
then done. They usually have to 
rely on their local wine merchant. 
Some try to get in a few week~ 
ends or an occasional vacation 
visiting vi . Wine clubs 
ere another possibility but limited 
ehoice and preselection take the

‘The tasters were mostly French 
—erowers, shippers, wine brokers 
and merchants, restaurateurs 
(among them, Jean Troisgros)— 
with a scattering of Americans, 
British, Swiss and Germans. Most 
were men. 

Ground Rules 


At 9 in the morning of the 
Judging,’ the jurors gathered in 
the auditorium of the Lycée Agri-

rules: This was nob an occasion 
to pass out prizes to your friends 
and relations but a serious, in- 
dividual judgment of the wines set 
before you: Smoking was, of 
course, out of the question.

overall impression. This is not a 
very good system because some 
people regularly mark high and 
some low, which confuses the 
issue, For instance, one taster's 
18 out of 20 will be another's 15 
out of 20, which might well be a 
low mark for a high grader. 

At Macon the tasters are asked 
to rate wine as: Excellent, Very 
Good, Good, All Right and Me- 
diocre‘Eliminated, for the “eye,” 
“nose,” “mouth,” and overall 
harmony of each wine, and to 
give their observations on each 
sample. The organizers fill in and 
-totalize on a uniform scale the 
numerical equivalents with their 
coefficients (the color of a wine 


is obviously far less important 


than its taster. 
A Label 

The prize-winning wines may 
‘wear a special collar label stating 
what medal they won in which 
year. Only the precise wie (the 
quantity of it is noted) is author- 
ized to weer the collar label. 

No doubt some producers may 
Stretch things a bit, saying “my 
wines have won a medal” when 
they should be saying “this vat- 
ful of one of my wines” won the 
distinction, But the rules are 
such that they encourage growers, 
whose personal production and 
personal reputation are at stake, 
to be more scrupulous in their 
claims,

German Airlines 
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The Underbelly of Asia 


Despite conservative victories in recent 
eiections. the government of Thaliand still 
insists on the removal of all U.S, military 
installations and personnel by the July 
deadline. This makes it plain enouga that 
Thai policy, not Thai student demonstrators, 
lies behind the ouster. The policy is not 
compiimentary to the United States: It 
seems based on the assumption that the 
‘rritation to Thailand's Communist neigh- 
bors of a G.S. military presence outweighs 
the protection such a presence affords. But 
what does it mean for Asia? 

Thailand has always been an idiosyncratic 
nation in Asia. preserving its identity and 
sovereignty despite the old French and 
British imperialisms and maintaining it in 
the teeth of the new Communist expansion. 
Only for a relatively brief time, during the 
heyday of Japanese military success. was 
Thaliand a subject country. There has al- 
ways been a shrewd balancing of risks oy 
successive Thai governments. and their 
record of success zives point to their present 
decision. 

Thailand has boundary disputes as weil as 
fdeologica! differences with its neighbors. 
But it may well be that not omy are Viet- 
nam, Laos and Cambodia less concerned now 
with advancing Communism than with 
patching up their countries after decades of 


war but that their nationalistic impulses. 


tare been Satisfied, at least for the present, 
by their victories. So a period of relative 
quiescence may be expected in the soft un- 
derbelly of Asia—a period of digestion, so to 
speak. 


There are. of course. Communist move- 
ments in Thaiiand, Burma and Malaysia, 
which could eause trouble. But now that the 
split between Soviet and Maoist Communism 
is so plain, and with stable governments 
{with the possible exception of economically 
strained Burma) around the perimeter of 
Indochina. it appears unlikely that there will 
be any concerted drive to topple the 
dominoes in that area. So it is not unrea- 
Sonabie to expect that Thailand can find 
some measure of peaceful coexistence, with- 
out U.S. troops on its soil. 

For the United States, the summary dis- 
missal of its forces by Thailand is another 
harsh fact among the many that confirm 
the error of committing itself to the Asian 
mainland. instead of concentrating on a 
Pacific alliance and seapower to protect its 
tnterests and work toward an orderly world. 
Only. South Korea remains as a responaibil- 
ity of the Untted States on the coniinent— 
and that resulted from special circumstances 
foilowing World War II and does not present 
any acute difficulties now—despite the taut 
regime of President Park. which is at least 
na worse than that of North Korea. 

There is. to be sure, no reason for com- 
placency about the future of the Asian un- 
derbelly, especiaily since the U.S. defeat 
there has weakened the Pacific ties that are 
Much more essential to the security of the 
United States, But if the Pacific connec- 
tion—Japan, Taiwan, the Philippines, Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand—are cultivated with 
discretion, the loss of Indochina may assume 
the perspective of a past humiliation rathe 
than a present threat. . 


Japan’s Atom Example... 


The long-awaited approval by the Jap- 
anese Diet (parliament; of the nuclear non- 
pro:iferation treaty (NPT) was 8 significant 
advance in worldwide efforts to control the 
Spread of nuclear weapons—Just as. in a dif- 
ferent way, was the signing a few days later 
of the Ford-Brezhnev treaty restricting 
peaceful nuclear explosions. 

The six years that have passed since Tokyo 
signed the treaty testify to the political 
sensitivity in Japan of this formal renun- 
ciation of atomic arms. But the fact that 
Japan's leaders have Hnally overcome their 
doubts should encourage other countries now 
leaning towards the nuclear option to take 
the NPT pledge. 

Japan has two nuclear neighbors, the 
Soviet Union and China. and was at war 
with both only three decades ago. Yet, un- 
like India, Japan has not permitted China's 
development of a nuclear deterrent to spur 
latent nuclear ambitions. It is true that 
Japan, as tne only nation ever to suffer 
atomic attack, has chosen a pacifist course 
eince World War IL It is tragic that India, 
with the Gandhi-Nehru tradition of non- 
winience. has not been inspired to do the 
same. 

In the three decades after Hiroshima, only 
the five major powers that are permanent 


members of the UN Security Council ex- 
ploded nuclear devices—untill India’s first 
atomic test two years ago. In an effort to 
discourage a second Indian explosion—and 
similar ambitions elsewhere—Canada has 
indefinitely suspended nuclear aid to New 
Delhi, which diverted material for its explo- 
sive from a Canadian nuclear reactor. 

The Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
has adopted the Symington amendment to 
the foreign military aid bill cutting off U.S. 
economic and miiitary assistance to any 
nation importing a nationally controlied 
nuclear reprocessing plant capable of pro- 
ducing weapons-grade plutonium. the ex- 
plosive for atomic bombs. Sen. Symington's 
amendment strikes at the chief proliferation 
danger now: purchase by Third World coun- 
tries of plot plutonium reprocessing plants, 
such as those sold ta Brazil by West Ger. 
many and to Pakistan by France. 

Japan's example, as the 96th NPT’ adher- 
ent, should shore up confidence in the 
future of nonproliferation efforts. To India 
and other nuclear-tempted countries. Japan 
is demonstrating again that a nation that 
achieves economic success can exert polit- 


ical influence in the world through peaceful — 


diplomacy without seeking significant mil- 
Itary strength, particularly the nuclear kind. 


...French Proliferation 


In thé annais of US. relations with its 
oldest ally, Valéry Giscard d’Estaing will be 
recorded as the Freneh President who re- 
versed the deterioration that began almost 
two decades ago with the return to power 
of Gen. Charles de Gaulle. The improved 
atmosphere was evident throughout his 
recent Bicentenniai visit. But that visit also 
focused attention unavoidably on the dis- 
agreements that remain over NATO, the 
Common Market. the Middle East and. most 
important currentiy, the global spread of 
nuclear-weapons technology. 

Giscard d’Estaing claims credit personally 
for cancelling France's sale to South Korea 
of a pilot reprocessing plant to extract plu- 
tonium. the explosive used in atom bombs, 
from spent power reactor fuel rods. It is 
known that South Korea backed out of the 
deal under extreme US. pressure, but 
France's President sald that his decision 
preceded this deve.opment, 

Yet Giscard d’Estaing defends France's 
sale of a similar plant to Pakistan on the 
ground that the plutonium, which has no 
commercial use at present, would ultimately 
be used as a power reactor fuel in place of 
slightly enriched uranium. Inspection. he 
argues. would prevent diversion. This ar- 
gument has been publicly rejected by Dr. 
Fred Ikle, director of the U.5, Arms Control 
and Disarmament Agency. 

Inspection by the Vienna-based Interna~ 
tional Atomic Energy Agency is occasional 


and far irom foolproof. There are too few 
imspectors ‘They rely heavily on data sup- 
plied by the country under “safeguards.” 
Stockpiled plutonium could be converted into 
bombs between inspections, The agency is 
not empowered to inquire into umsafe- 
guarded nuclear plants and does not seek 
out possibie clandestine facilities. Safe- 
guards agreements could be unilaterally 
abrogated. No sanctions exist to enforce 
them. 

That is why the United States and other 
nuclear supplier countries have for three 
decades refused to export plutonium repro- 
cessing plants. Bonn broke with this policy 
last June to capture a $4-billion power 
reactor order from Brazil and is opening 
similar talks with Iran—arguing that France 
will sell ‘the reprocessing technology if West 
Germany doesnt. If this evolution con- 
thiues, a dozen Third World countries will 
be producing enough plutonium by the 19905 
to,make 3,000 Hiroshima-size bombs yearly, 
a certain prescription for world disaster. 

A summit-level aproach to West German 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt and further dis- 
cussions with Giscard d’'Estaing are essen- 
tial if a moratorium on such exports is to 
be restored. Unfortunately. the outlook for 
improvement in this general area has now 
been further worsened by the announcement 
that a French consortium will build South 
Africa's first nuclear power plant.

U.S. Machine Tool Orders 
Drop 8.6 Per Cent in Month 


NEW YORE, June 1 (AP-DJ). 
—US. machine tool orders in 
April dropped 8.6 per cent from. 
March, . but industry executives 
regard the decline as a normal 
month-to-month fluctuation rath- 
er than indication of a trend. 
A reduction in orders for export 
more than offset a small increase 
in orders from domestic plants, 
industry figures indicate. 

The April figures do illustrate, 
however, that so far the recovery 
in demand for these machines 
used to shape most metal parts 
is gradual and hesitant. rather 
than a steep upward climb, 

Machine tool orders in’ April 
totaled $148.9 million, down 8.6 
per cent from $165.9 million in 
March, according to the National 
Machine Tool Builders’ Associs- 
tion, 

Despite the decline. the April 
order figure wes the second 
highest for any month since the 
$170.4 million of October, 1974 
according to the association's 
records. The April total was 55 
per cent higher than the year- 
earlier $96.1 million. 

Orders from domestic plants in 
April were $136.1 million. up 1.8 
per cent from $133.7 million in 
March and 67 per cent higher 
than the $816 million of April, 
1975, the association said. 

‘That was the highest level of 
domestic orders since the $162.7 
million of September, 1974. 

However. orders of machines 
for export dropped to $13.8 mil- 
lion from a relatively high $29.2 
million in March, Export orders 
in April 1975 were $14.5 million. 

Despite the gradual order im- 
provement over the last year, 
machine tool orders still lag well 
behind shipments. As a result, 
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machine tool builders are cutting 
back their operations, 

April shipments of machine 
tools dropped to $173.7 million, 
13 per cent below the $200.6 mil- 
lion of March and down 21 per 
cent from the $220.2 million of 
April, 1975, according to the 
trade group. 

For the first four months of 
1976, machine tool shipments 
totaled $705.6 million, down 18 
per cent from $856.5 million the 
year before.

In his view, 
the rush may reficct not only 
the economic upturn and the con- 
viction amonun foreign bankers 
that the United States is cur- 
rently one of the world’s niost 
stable countries—hoth economi- 
eally and politically—but also a 
movement to begin operations in 
this country before the passage 
af legislation restricting the 
operations of foreign banks here. 

The UBAF bank's “strongest 
point,” according to Kevin Woelf- 
Jein, its president, lies in its 
backers, who constitute a who's 
who of Middle Eastern finance. 


Some Central Banks 

The 20 shareholders represent 
every Arab country and include 
the central banks of Egypt, Mo- 
rocco and Oman as well as five 
other institutions controlled by 
Arab governments. 

These authorities. according to 
an official of the New York State 
Banking Department, are ex- 
pected to use the bank as a key 
funnel for Arab investment in 
the United States, with the bank's 
staff providing management ser- 
vices for investments ranging

On the other hand. the bank 
“is going to act as a window 
for American corporations looking 
into the Middle East.” according 
to Mr. Woelflein, who came to 
the bank », few months ago after 
opening a Tokyo branch for 
First Chicago.
